The bill passed today provides that 
any person or firm doing business in 
Kansas, in the production, 
manufacture or distribution of any 
commodity in general use, who shall 
discriminate between different sections 
by selling such commodity at a lower 
rate in one section than is charged 
for such commodity in another section.“ 
after equalizing the distance from the 
point of production, manufacture or 
distribution and freight rates there- 
from, shall be guilty of unfair diecrim- 
mation. A fine of $1000 for each and 
every violation of the act is recom- 
mended, and the charter may be re- 
voked.

As to the point of the findings’ of 
the detectives regarding the mineral 
water, the detectives absolutely de- 
cline to make a statement, and 
versions told by people who claim 
to be in possession of the facts do 
not agree. One story of the analysis 
of the water is that it was found to 
be entirely free from strychnine, and 
another is that the detectives declare 
that the drug was placed in the bottle 
after Mra Stanford hed drunk the 
contents, the object being to cast sus- 
picion on tome member of the uu 
merous attachés. That the detectives’ 
failure to connect any person in Mrs. 
Stanford's employ with a motive in 
imical to her well being seems to be 
a certainty. 

The fact, however, that Mrs. Stan- 
ford's death, according to the autopsy 
Made today in Henolulu, was due to 
tetanus of the respiratory organs, 
brings the poison theory again prom- 
imently to the foreground because, ac- 
cording to toxicologists, this cause of 
death invariably follows the admin- 
istration of stryebnine in doses suffi- 
cent to produce fatal results.

The attorney is awaiting advices from 
the Honolulu officials before taking any 
action regarding the business affaira of 
Mrs. Stanford, which are intimately 
connected with those of the great uni- 
versity which she and her husban) 
founded at Palo Alto. This inatitu- 
tion has already been enduwed with 
$34,000,000 in property and coin, to 
which may be added about $10,000,000 
from Mre. Stanford's personal estate. 
She took a deep pereonal interest in the 
university, and to her wisdom and bus- 
mess sagacity is due much of ita suc- 
cess, u fact which le testified to by its 
president, as well as the students. 
nearly all of whom knew and loved 
ber. 


FIRST POISONING STORY. 

The story of an attempt. to poison 
Mra. Btanford in this city was fret 
made public on the 18th of last month, 
when it Was declared that strychnine 
had been found in a bottle of mineral 
water, of which she had taken several 
drinks. She wes made Ui, and an an- 
alysis showed the presence of the 
deadiy drug in the water. To Dr. 
William Boericke, who attended her, 
Mra. Stanford told the story of what 
she believed to bove been an attempt 
upon her life. She suspected no one, 
and on the physician's. advite soon 
Went to the country. Returuing later, 
apperentiy in Wopreved health, 
sailed for China and Japan by way 
of Honolulu, February 18, arriving at 
the Hawaiian port five days later. 
The alleged attempt to polson her was 
investigated by a detective agency, but 
no results were obtained, and the mat- 
ter apparentiy was dropped. 

In her residence, 
the firet of the Randsome mansions 
erected on Nob HiT, there were eight- 
een persons at the tl of her tiiness, 
which began while 4rinking the water 
January 14. There were, besides Mrs. 
Stanford, Ah Wing, the Chinese fac- 
totum, who had been in Mrs. Stanford's 
employ for tWetty-five years; 
Young, the house boy; Yeng, the cook 
Ah Lee, the second cook: Wong, 
second butler; Nora Hopkins. 
housemaid; Elisabeth Richmond, the 
lady's maid; William Mc Whinney, the 
butler, and Mise Bertha Berner, Mrs. 
Stanford's secretary, who accompanied 
her on her voyage to Honolulu. 

Elizabeth Richmond, a maid former- 
ly in the employ of Mra. Stanford, 
aid today: “Mra. Stanford was in 
the habit of taking bi-cartbonate of 
soda. She kept it in her dressing- 
room, and often took a little of it in 
water when she ate anything that dis- 
agreed with her.”

street It was the disinterment of the 
bodies of deceased Masons and mem- 
bers of their families, preparatory to 
removing them to the new Masonic 
Cemetery east of the city. 

Many morbidly curious people visited 
the cemetery and watched the process 
of unearthing the bodies. The’ re- 
mains were taken out of the coffins 
end placed in redwood es, and th 
mates at once marked on the boxes, 
which were stacked up Iike cordwood 
to await transportation to the new 
resting places. 
in many cases the caskets had al- 
most disappeared, and but little re- 
mained of the bedies; but in other 
graves, even though there have been 
ne there since 1888, bodies 
were fairly well preserved, and the 
caskets were in a remarkable -state of 
preservation. 

An unusual condition was found in 
several of the graves, which were thor- 
Oughly saturated with water, the cof- 
fins being filled, and the seepage from 
the sidewalks making such a pool that 
it was necessary to ball out the graves 
before the bedies could be taken up. 
Adjoining these were graves that 
when ope d showed dry soll and the 
coffins intact. A possible explanation 
ie that the graves so wet may have 
been made during the rainy season, 
and while the soil was loose the wa- 
ter saturated them, finally seeping 
into the coins and caskets, where it 
was retained; while the other graves 
were made during the dry Beason and 
the ground hed time to settle before 
the rains fell. 

The work of removal has been placed 
by the Masons in charge of a com- 
mittee composed of A. M. Bragg, chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees of the 
cemetery association, John King and 
Charlies Eckeistrom. Thee men are 
personally supervising the work and 
are carefully checking up each grave 
and disinterment. 

TOO GREWSOME. 

It has been found difficult to get 

workmen to do the labor required, be- 
cause of its peculiarly distressing 
character. Finally the committee se- 
cured a gang of Slavonians: but even 
these men cannot become inured to 
the scenes they have to witness, and 
daily they are quitting the work. 
The gathering up of human bones. 
patches of hair, bits and shreds of 
grave clothes, and the seeking of 
missing members in the muck and 
mire of the watery graves is enough 
to try the hardiest and most unsensi- 
tive of men. Yesterday several men 
left their work when a particularly 
distressing case came to light, and 
some were 80 overcome that they were 
laid out on the grass. 
The records show that there were 
170 interments in the old cemetery. Ot 
these twenty-two had been moved up 
to yesterday, and the work of yester- 
day resulted in the disinterment of 
fifteen bodies. The moving will be 
hurried along as rapidiy as possible, 
and it is expected that the last grave 
beside the High Schoo! will be relieved | 
of its oceupant and refilied with earth 
within two weeks. 
The new cemetery consists of thirty 
acres, purchased of K. C. Wells of 
Riverside, and lying just to the west 
of the Jewish cemetery, at the junc 
tion of the Downey and Whittier coun - 
ty roads. It is about three miles 
from the easterly end of First street. 
The tract was purchased for $13,000. 

INJUNCTION THRBPATENED. 
The new lots have been laid out in 
exactly. the same order as those of 
the old cemetery, so that the graves of 
the bodies removed will all. occupy 
the same relative positions. The bod- 
les and monuments are removed to 
the new grounds free of expense to the 
lot owners. 

Despite this concession, in several 
cates objections have been raised. In 
some Cases it is understood the rela- 
tives have threatened injunction pro- 
ceedings, but just what they would 
fain by such a move e hard te de- 
termine. The tract has heen con- 
demned and sold to the city for school 
and the graves would iit 
uncared for unless removed.

When he Came back, as he walked 
up the aisle amidst the hilarious clap- 
ping of hands. the humorist said: 

“Seems to be some joke but I'm not 
onto it.” 

The weekly prayer meeting was as- 
embed at the Auditorium and at an 
appropriate break in the meeting Mr. 
Burdette was asked to retire for a few 
moments. When he was brought in 
again, and couldn't for the life of him 
imagine what the joke was, Mattixon 
B. Jones, as spokesman for the meet- 
ing, shoved a month's vacation ani a 
trip to Europe into HBurdette’s vest 


The World's Baptist Conven will 
meet in London on July 11. in 
order that Mr. Burdette may attend 
if he desires, he was given the month 
of July for a vacation, including his 
salary and sufficient cash in addition 
to make the sum $600. He was told 
that he was to use his pleasure about 
going to London or taking his vacation 
in some other way, but it was heped 
he would choose to gu to the conven- 
tion.

A GARDEN FOR YUMA. 

“Arrangements have been made with 
the Department of Agriculture through 
ites Bureau of Piant Industry to make 
an experimental garden on the old mil- 
itary reservation in the town of Yuma. 
We shall be furnished with numerous 
varieties of date palms from Egypt, 
Algeria and Arabia, also with varie- 
ties of seeds and grasses that appear 
to be particularly adapted to this re- 
gion. The Department of Agriculture 
has a corps of agricultural experts who 
have visited the valleys of the Tigris 
and the Nile, and they believe we can 
transplant many valuable plants from 
those regions to the regions of the 
Lower Colorado, The pistachio nut is 
one of the new products they think 
will be adapted to this trans-cultiva- 


EXPERIMBNTAL FARMS. 

“Arrangements were made between 
the Secretary of Agriculture and the 
Secretary of the Interior looking to- 
ward the establishment of an experi- 
mental irrigation farm on ch one of 
the projects of the mation 
service. Both secretaries have j@ined in 
a recommendation to Congress author- 


| izing the selection of a farm anit on 


each of these projects (also providing 
tor the free delivery of water or each) 
for the purpose of instructing the set- 
tlers on these new lands. The bill pro- 
viding for this work will likely pass at 
this Congress and a detail of men has 
already been made by the Agricultural 
Department to take charge of the 
work. An experimental farm of tbis 
kind probably will be established on 
the mesa back of Yuma, in addition 
to the experimental referred 
to above. 

“One of the most — 14 
tions that was discussed at ashing- 
ton was in connection with the grant- 
ing of railroad rights of way to the 
Moffett Raliroad thre the Kremm- 
ling reservoir site in Colorado. This is 
„ great site, with a capacity of more 
than 1,000,000 acre-feet of water, which 
could be used for the purpose of regu- 
lating the flood-disecharge of the Ca- 
orado. Such a reservoir, if built, prob- 
ably would permit of the additional 
irrigation of 200,000 or 300,000 acres of 
land along the lower river. The con- 
struction of a railroad through thts 
site would, of course, destroy its value 
as a reservoir. Very strong arguments 
have been presented to the secretary 
for the «ranting of this ratlroad’s 
right of way. and the reclamation serv- 
ice has filed several briefs in the 
case insisting that the site be preserved 
for the benefit of the arid lands along 
the Lower Colorado. The Secretary has 
not yet reached a decision in the mat- 


ter. 
IMPERIAL PROBLEM. 

“A definite report has been made 4. 
rectly to the President on the Imperial 
situation in which it has been stated 
that under existing conditions, which 
require a canal to pass for a distance 
of some sixty or seventy miles througna 
a foreign country in order ta deliver 
water to the Imperial Valley, it will 
not be legal for the reclamation service 
to purchase the property of the Califor- 
nia Development Company. There were 
several other reasons sufficient in them- 
selves to prevent the acceptance of the 
proposition offered by the Imperial 
Valley Water Users’ Association—the 
price was considered excessive. A new 
treaty with Mexico ts considered neces- 
sary to meet the situation involved in 
this case. It will also be necessary to 
obtain special legislation from Congress 
if such a proposition is ever accept- 
ed. The State Department may under- 
take these negotiations. 

THE KLAMATH PROJECT. 


“All necessary legislation has been 
obtained for the construction of the 
Klamath project in Northern California 
and Southern Oregon, including special 
concessfons from both Oregon and Call- 
fornia, and also special legislation from 
Congress. 

“It has been practically decided that 
the reclamation service will carry out 
the Klamath project. It is believed that 
between 200,000 and 300,000 acres of land 
ean be improved in a country that is 
now but slightly occupied. A meeting 
of the board of consulting engineers of 
the reclamation service will be held 
at Klamath Falls April 1 to formally 
pass on the salient features connected 
with the undertaking. 

CONGRESSMEN COMING. 


“Arrangements have been made to 
have the House and Senate trrigation 
committees visit the principal trriga- 
tion projects under contemplation in 
the West. The committees will first go 
to the Tonto reservoir site In Arizona, 
about June 1, then to Yuma, then to 
tne imperial Valley, then Redlands, Las 
Angeles, San Francisco, Sacrament« 
Valley, Reno and other places. They 
will arrive at Reng on the lith of June, 
which ie the third anniversary of the 
passage of the Reclamation Act, and 
on which date water will be turned int» 
the Truckee-Carson canal system, 
which will be the first water actually 
diverted under the Reclamation Act.”

RS. STANFORD'S DEATH. 

Dispatches printed elsewhere in 
The Times this morning relate in de- 
tall the sad story of the sudden and 
unexpected death of Mrs. Leland Stan- 
ford in Honolulu, at a late hour on 
Tuesday. night. The story of 
Stanford's life is so closely connected 
with the story of California's develop- 
ment and progress that the two are 
inseparable, and both are history. In 
her death the State has suffered a 
great loss, for she was public-spirited 
in a marked degree, and her benefac- 
tions will be long and gratefully re- 
membered. 

The pathetic story of the untimely 
death of Leland Stanford, Jr. is known 
to all Californians, and to the world.

OUBLE FOR TURKEY. 

Revolt in Yemen—the news may 
seem of but trifing importance to the 
world at large, yet it is one of these 
little incidents of today that may be 
fraught with big consequences tomor- 
row. For Yemen is the hinterland of 
Aden, the British coaling station and 
fortress at the southern entrance to 
the Red Sea. In the Strait of Bab-el 
Mandeb is another British possession, 
the island of Perim, while close by on 
the African side is the French fort of 
Obock, with the Italian port of Mas- 
sowah further to the north. So Yemen, 
although far away from Europe, is 
fairly within the sphere of European 
politics. During the past decade there 
have been numerous rumors both of 
German and of Rugsian machinations 
to secure a foothold for coaling pur- 
poses in the same corner of the great 
commercial highway to the Far Bast. 
But British diplomacy has held fast 
to the dominant position maintained 
during well-nigh a century, and the 
nominal soyereignty Of Turkey has 
also served to. block the way against 
any act of forcible aggression. For to 
begin the dismemberment of the Sick 
Mans territory even by lopping off a 
toe might precipitate @ general war 
in Europe. 

For generations past the rule of 
Turkey along the Red Sea literally 
has only been nominal. Almost the 
last vestige of her old-time suzerainty 
has been torn from her on the Egyp- 
Han side. But even here, for reasons 
of diplomacy, a pretence is maintained, 
and Cairo under British rule still sends 
an annual tribute to Constantinople, 
acknowledging the Sultan of Turkey 
as the overlord of Mohammedan Africa. 
Similarly, and almost as nominally, 
Arabia has been left under the Otto- 
man flag. But for long the warlike 
tribesmen have maintained all but 
absolute indepencence. In a few towns 
along the Red Sea coast there are small 
garrisons of Turkish troops that are 
seldom paid, are frequently in revolt, 
and live on the land. Beyond the 
fringe of seashore, in the fertile valleys 
of which the outside world even now 
knows very little, the tribes rule su- 
preme, and no ragged regiment of 
janizaries dare approach within sight 
of their bills. Only the road from 
Jeddah to Mecca, the holy place of 
pilgrimage, is guarded by Ottoman 
troops, and these are often ineffective 
to prevent the pilgrimage of caravans
